The State Sea and River Transport 
Administration has supported the idea 
of organizing cruises to Kyiv along the 
Dnipro River for European football 
fans and tourists.

The latter has expressed hope 
that not only European navigation 
companies, but also the Ukrainian pas¬ 
senger fleet can be involved in taking 
tourists along the Dnipro. 


Kharkiv has already 
prepared over 90% 
of hotels for EURO 2012 

The host city of Kharkiv has carried out 91% of UEFA’s re¬ 
quirements on preparation of hotels for guests of EURO 2012. 
According to the Kharkiv Gity Gouncil, UEFA has currently 
contracted 2,517 rooms to accommodate the target groups 
from the demanded number of 2,765. 

The city government plans to cover the current short¬ 
age in 2011 at the expense of 15 hotels being built, which 
will extend the accommodation fund by 1,392 rooms. 

In overall terms, the first capital of Ukraine plans to 
involve 69 hotels, designed for 4,132 rooms, in its prepa¬ 
rations for EURO 2012.

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Ukrainian Vice Prime Minister Borys Kolesnikov, who is in charge 
of the ins and outs of preparations for EURO 2012 has been 
already nicknamed Super Borys. Taking part in the festivities on the 
occasion of inauguration of one of the air terminals earlier this year, 
he described himself as a “discreet optimist”. But the key year of 
2011 lies ahead: all the facilities and objects being prepared for the 
Championship will be gradually put into operation then. 

Borys Kolesnikov spoke about the results of the outgoing year and 
the tasks for 2011 in an exclusive interview with our magazine. 



he year 2010 was in Ukraine’s preparations for EURO 2012 
hot and complicated. How do you evaluate it? 

The main result is the fact that, unlike at the beginning of the 
year, there is no risk of any kind with regard to the timely hold¬ 
ing of the 2012 European Football Championship in Ukraine. 
All objects which were in the so-called “red zone” have re¬ 
turned to the schedule. Neither UEFA nor the Ukrainian gov¬ 
ernment see any serious risk that could cast doubt on at least 
the smallest component of the tournament, never mind the 
tournament on the whole. 

But the success attained in 2010 is a joint result. First of all, 
I would like to thank all Ukrainian construction workers and 
engineers who had done the impossible in 2010; those who 
enthusiastically raised from the ruins the Olympic Stadium and 
those who built the Fviv stadium out of nothing. I do not want 
these people to work on the verge of a feat, but that year was 
precisely of this kind. We have demonstrated our capacities 
and have acquired unique experience. 


But what was the essence of the new government’s anti- 
crisis strategy? 

There was no need to invent anything. We have organized work 
properly and set clear tasks. Unfortunately, our country has not 
built anything decent for many years, and it has never encoun¬ 
tered global objects of this kind. This is why it was necessary 
to optimize the construction process and to speed up its pace. 
The state was forced to take “crisis” objects under its special 
control. Besides, contractors were properly chosen: they have 
experience and do not have any political colouring. 

The establishment of the National Agency for preparations for 
EURO 2012 with director and expert Volodymyr Kovalevskiy 
at its head has also justified itself This is an integrated admin¬ 
istrative entity, and it would have been difficult to attain such 
high efficiency without it. 

It was back in spring when the situation in Fviv probably 
seemed to be the most desperate. When I arrived at the Fviv 
stadium for familiarization for the first time in April, I could 
not even imagine that things can be so deplorable. Motionless 
stone pillars, frozen works, but the contractor quarreled with 
the designer all the time. Then doubts and worries arose for a 
certain moment. But we could not afford to admit the loss of 
even one host city. Our country would have covered itself with 
shame for many years. 

It was necessary to work promptly and efficiently. The first 
thing we did in Fviv was to change contractors for more experi- 
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enced ones from Mariupol. One can see the difference between 
them today, as the readiness of the stadium has grown from 5% 
to 50% within nine months. I think this is a valuable result. 

How does the preparation of the capital city which will host 
the final match of EURO 2012 look against the background 
of other cities? 

A meeting of the headquarters was held recently, and the con¬ 
dition of objects in the capital city was considered there. I am 
satisfied with the results of preparations. There is another as¬ 
pect that, due to shortage of time, we shall be unable to imple¬ 
ment everything we would wish to. For example, “directing” 
transport underground is unrealistic. These works should have 
begun three or four years ago. As regards other objects, there 
is substantial progress. I would also give high appraisal to the 
team which approaches the resolution of all problem issues in 
a professional way. 

As regards the infrastructure, the preparedness of two of 
the most sophisticated objects, the Olympic NSC and Boryspil 
Airport, is very important for us. It is clear today that they will 
be ready in 2011. 

There is another point that, unlike Donetsk and Kharkiv, fa¬ 
cilities in Kyiv have not been put into operation. There is no 
place here to train new management staff, and this is why the 


issue of personnel training is still open. Real training should be 
“experienced” at real matches. We have postponed this stage 
for next autumn, when the stadium and the airport are com¬ 
missioned. We shall have very eventful work at the stadium 
in September-November of next year: The Olympic NSC will 
actually become a training centre. The same applies to Lviv. 
As soon as the stadium is put into operation, practice for the 
operational team at real football matches will begin. 

Ukraine signed a memorandum on purchasing ten high¬ 
speed trains from Hyundai earlier this year. When can we 
expect the signing of the sales contract and the arrival of 
the trains themselves in Ukraine? 

Ukraine will purchase from 6 to 10 Hyundai trains in 2011, and 
they will connect EURO 2012 host cities and will enable us to 
achieve a reduction by two thirds of travel time between them. The 
concept of a high-speed train service which envisages the purchase 
of these trains from South Korea was recently signed at a meeting 
of the Cabinet of Ministers. This will be the government’s valuable 
contribution to preparing the infrastructure for the championship, 
as UEFA understands that Ukraine’s territory is large, and we are 
unable to build roads through the whole country. 

High-speed Hyundai trains will reduce the travel time be¬ 
tween Kharkiv and Donetsk to 1 hour and 50 minutes, between 
Kyiv and Donetsk - to 5 hours and 30 minutes, between Kyiv 
and Lviv - to 4 hours and 30 minutes, and between Kharkiv and 
Kyiv - to 3 hours and 30 minutes. 

Another 2010 project is the start of Ukraine’s promo cam¬ 
paigns in Europe. We are even ahead of the Poles in this 
respect. What will be the next projects in this direction? 

The first video clip, “Switch on Ukraine”, has been launched 
on European TV channels. A “tourist” logo of the country has 
been also presented: a smiling sunflower which will represent 
it on numerous souvenir items. 

The next stage of the promo campaign for the spring and 
summer period will be presented in late February 2011. Then 
we shall show the clip for autumn and winter in late August. I 
do not wish to disclose the secrets about each successive video 
film, but in general we are planning to put the emphasis on the 
country’s rich history. It is necessary to present our country as 
the cradle of Slavic civilization, with its capital which is now 
over 1,500 years old. It is important, as the clips will be broad¬ 
cast on the world’s leading TV channels. 

The most important part of the promo campaign will be 
on the eve of the tournament during the spring and summer 
period of 2012. It has been linked to the draw on 2 December, 
during which a high-profile and massive presentation of both 
host countries and host cities will be launched. This will be a 
targeted campaign, as it will be already clearly known which 
national team will play in this or that city. For example, if 
Holland is to play in Lviv, this city will be advertised on 
Dutch TV channels. As regards websites of the City of Lion, 
all necessary information in Dutch will be posted there. 

Next year Ukraine will commission the major infrastruc¬ 
ture objects of the championship: two more arenas, all air¬ 
ports, hotels and roads. When will ^‘forging” of personnel, 
managers of new generation begin? 

The year 2011 is the year of completion of projects: with the 
exception of some related to roads, almost all objects will be grad¬ 
ually put into operation. We are aware that there are 18 months

left to the championship. Therefore, the government will do its 
utmost to have all projects completed on time. For example, if 
we speak about the stadium in Lviv, if we have managed to build 
half of the stadium within nine months, then we shall complete 
the entire arena in time without slowing down the pace. 

There are no doubts today that everything will be built 
within the deadlines promised to UEFA. The serious task that 
we face is that of training management teams. 

“Stadium” managers will be trained at Donbas Arena. This is an 
operating arena fully equipped in accordance with UEFA require¬ 
ments, and it is able to host matches at any level even tomorrow. 

As regards the airports, thanks to which the country’s air 
transport resource will be increased threefold or fourfold, 
who will manage them? 

A US team of top trainers and consultants is already working 
in Ukraine. As February, P^, 2011, we are moving to the four 
airports in order to master new techniques of managing heavy 
passenger flow in practice. 

Those airport directors who do not wish to study should va¬ 
cate their posts for new modem managers. We presently have 
12 trainers who will train 12 Ukrainian mangers: three top 
managers and two or three people from the management team. 
A Ukrainian who will become an airport manager in the future 
will be assigned to each top foreign manager. Therefore, an 
international team will operate. 

We are forced to train people this way because there was not 
a single airport in the international sense of this word in Ukraine 
before EURO 2012. Indeed, there is Boryspil. But when our 
chief consultant in preparation of airports, the director of the 
Abu Dhabi (UAE) airport and previously of Mumbai Airport, 
visited our Boryspil Airport, he said he had not seen anything of 
its kind even in India. That’s the level we are talking about. 

In what proportion are investors and the state involved in 
financing EURO 2012 objects? 

The proportion is approximately 40% to 60%. The reason is 
that the cost of all hotels which are presently under constmc- 
tion is much higher than state investment in stadiums and air¬ 
ports. As regards roads, they are necessary not only for Euro 
fans or UEFA, but for all Ukrainians. 

The host cities were recently instructed to develop a unified 
season ticket for all foreign tourists and fans. What will it 
look like? 

This will be a plastic card valid for public transport within cities. 
Therefore, the price of this “season ticket” within cities should 
be grounded and affordable for people. The final price of this 
ticket which will be valid in all cities during the whole period of 
the championship will be determined by the cities themselves. 

The preliminary price that has been discussed is tentatively 18- 
25 Euros for the whole period of the tournament. However, this is 
not applicable to cities which have an underground system. 

For this purpose, an integrated passenger carrier, Kharkiv 
Pasazhyrsky (Kharkiv Passenger) has already been established 
in Kharkiv. It is due to incorporate the Kharkiv Metropolitan 
municipal enterprise, the Miskelekrotrans (City Electric Trans¬ 
port) municipal enterprise and municipal buses. The plans of 
this enterprise for the near future consist of introducing a uni¬ 
fied season ticket for all types of city transport. 

A unified season ticket is an important solution and a step 
towards fans. Russia got the 2018 World Championship a few 


days ago. The argument of cancelling payment for public trans¬ 
port for the benefit of the fans played an important role in this. 
Qatar has done the same. You know the results yourselves. 

As regards the price of tickets for EURO 2012 matches, 
much has been said about affordable prices. Within what 
limits can this be determined? 

I cannot disclose UEFA’s secrets. All I can do is tell you that 
the current average salary will be enough to visit six matches, 
including the final. It is clear that VIP-category tickets are not 
implied. This is why I recommend fans who discuss this theme 
on Internet forums not to frighten one another with possible 
prices. Believe me, Ukrainians on their salaries will be able to 
visit Euro matches. 

A question related to football. How do you assess the 
level of preparation of the national team and its chances 
of victory? 

The state has fulfilled its duties with respect to preparations 
for EURO 2012. Now it is the turn of the Ukrainian national 
team. Unfortunately, the level of the national team has not be¬ 
come the most presentable part of Ukrainian preparations yet. 
I hope we have enough time to improve this in order to pre¬ 
vent fate from playing a bad joke on us. We have come to the 
championship for the first time because we are the hosts of the 
tournament. In the meantime, we do not have a single qualify¬ 
ing match for showing our class at the highest level and feeling 
fully responsible for our play. 

But I think everything will be fine, and we shall have a re¬ 
sult here as well.

The past year will go down in history as a time of reconstruction and 
building of a new Ukraine. In 2010 we were not just preparing for 
EURO 2012, but first and foremost were laying the foundations of 
a powerful and promising European state. 

The year of 2010 was marked by significant events that bring us closer 
to the European tournament. We built and reconstructed stadiums, airports, 
hotels, train stations, built and repaired roads, railways, prepared the tourism 
infrastructure, sports camps, border crossings, and began the European 
promotion of Ukraine as one of the organizers of the future European 
Championship. In overall terms, there were so many Ukrainian events 
in the program for preparing the tournament that it is impossible to list them 
all. We suggest recalling the list of the five greatest events for EURO 2012. 
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Commissioning of key sites (Autumn 2010) 


Spring 2010 marked the beginning of 
the new course to overcome the lag in 
construction of the key facilities for the 
European Championship. In April a visit 
by UEFA President Michel Platini, who 
pointed out the shortcomings of Ukraini¬ 
an preparations and the need to speed up 
implementation of major projects, added 
impetus to our work. 

The first steps of anti-crisis policy 
was the appointment of Borys Kole¬ 
snikov as Ukrainian Vice Prime Minis¬ 
ter for of Ukraine for EURO 2012 and 
employment of experienced Western 
specialists to positions of top managers 
at key facilities of the European Cham¬ 
pionship, change of the main building 
contractor of the stadium and airport in 
Lviv, full funding for the airport termi¬ 
nal in Donetsk. The National Agency 
on preparation for EURO 2012, whose 
main task is defined as accelerating all 


impressive, for which he thanked Vice 
Prime Minister Borys Kolesnikov. 
Later, on 13 September, prior to the 
October meeting of the UEFA Execu¬ 
tive Committee in Minsk, Director of 
UEFA on EURO 2012 Issues Mar¬ 
tin Cullen came to Ukraine on a final 
inspection. The latter stressed that 
Ukraine now has a decent pace in its 
preparations and is moving along on a 
par with Poland. "Citizens of Ukraine 
in different parts of the country can 
witness this progress. For example, 
at the airports of Lviv, Donetsk and 
Kharkiv. These success stories can 
also be noted at the central stadiums of 
the EURO 2012 host cities too. Two of 
them have already been built and hold 
matches to the required level - we are 
talking about the beautiful arena in 
Donetsk and high-quality stadium in 
Kharkiv. Good progress has been ob- 



preparatory procedures and increas¬ 
ing the pace of construction work at all 
sites preparing for the championship, 
was also created. 

Such actions by the new govern¬ 
ment quickly gave the desired effect, 
and received approving reviews from 
experts and senior people of the Union 
of European Football Associations. In 
August of this year during an inspec¬ 
tion visit to Ukraine by UEFA General 
Secretary Gianni Infantino, he called 
the rates of preparation of the Ukrai¬ 
nian infrastructure for EURO 2012 as 


served at the Olympic National Sports 
Complex in Kyiv. As for Lviv, work in 
this area began with a significant lag, 
but today the pace of work at the sta¬ 
dium evokes optimism", Martin Cullen 
emphasized. 

Today, construction of all the cham¬ 
pionship’s major facilities (airport termi¬ 
nals in Donetsk and Lviv, the Olympic 
National Sports Complex and the stadi¬ 
um in Lviv) is in line with the timetable 
agreed with UEFA and is running at full 
capacity, the Vice Premier has stressed 
on many occasions.

In late summer - early autumn, Ukraine made 
a breakthrough in the development of its avi¬ 
ation industry. For the first time in the period 
of Ukraine’s independence we have built 
modem high-technological aviation facili¬ 
ties - terminals in Kharkiv and Kyiv airports. 
First, on 28 August Ukrainian President Vik¬ 
tor Yanukovych unveiled the new air terminal in the "first capital". 
The new terminal "opens Kharkiv as an international aviation cen¬ 
tre", and constmction of this aviation facility is an example of ef¬ 
fective cooperation between the state and business, the head of the 
state said. The new airport terminal in Kharkiv meets international 
standards. In normal times it will receive 800,000 passengers per 
year and is expected to accept 2 million during EURO 2012. 

The President also attended the presentation of Terminal F 
at Boryspil Airport. Celebrations on the occasion of the open¬ 
ing were held on 21 September, and on 31 October the first 
aircraft took off from the newly-built terminal on the Kyiv- 
Sharm el-Sheikh route. 

Constmction of the new passenger terminal began in Sep¬ 
tember 2009. Its total area is over 20,000 square metres and 


its capacity is 900 departing passengers per hour and the same 
number arriving. It will receive only international flights and 
will carry at least 50% of total traffic. 



“^‘Calendar” victory 
(3 October 2010) 

At a meeting of the UEFA Executive Committee 
in Minsk on 3 October, one of the most impor¬ 
tant decisions on preparations for EURO 2012 
was taken. On that day members o the Execu¬ 
tive Committee approved the calendar of EURO 
2012 matches, according to which 15 matches 
will take place in Poland, 16 - in Ukraine, and 
Kyiv will host the final of the tournament. Over¬ 
all, the competition will be held from 8 June 8 
to 1 July, 2012 in eight cities - in the Ukrainian 
ones of Kyiv, Donetsk, Lviv and Kharkiv and in 
the Polish cities of Warsaw, Wroclaw, Gdansk 
and Poznan. 

The schedule determines that the semi-final 
matches of the championship will take place in 
Warsaw (28 June) and Donetsk (27 June). The four 
quarter-final matches are also distributed on a par¬ 
ity principle: two in Ukraine (Kyiv and Donetsk), 
two in Poland (Warsaw and Gdansk). 

In addition, EURO 2012 will be the last Euro¬ 
pean Championship, at the decisive stage of which 
16 teams will compete. At EURO 2016, which is 
to be held in the stadiums of France, the final stage 
will have 24 participants. 

The decision of the Minsk Executive Commit¬ 
tee put an end to doubts about parity in the orga¬ 
nization of the championship’s final stage. As was 
prescribed in the joint Ukrainian-Polish application 
for the tournament, Ukraine will host one more 
match than Poland, with the opening match being 
played in Warsaw, and the final in Kyiv. 
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Promotional trailer of Ukraine (4 November 2010) 


With the presentation of the first promo¬ 
tional trailer of Ukraine for EURO 2012, 
our country launched a promotional 
campaign for the European Champion¬ 
ship. On 4 November the presentation of 
a video called «Switch on Ukraine)) took 
place at the new Ukraine-2012 press centre with the participa¬ 
tion of Ukrainian Vice Prime Minister Borys Kolesnikov. 

The TV trailer «Switch on Ukraine)), work on which ran 
from 12 October to 1 November , is designed to create a 
positive image of our country for EURO 2012. The produc¬ 
tion studio «Shootgroup)) (Ukrainian stage director Julian 
Ulybin and German operator Torsten Lipstok) created the 
trailer. At the heart of the trailer’s subject is a visit by for¬ 
eigners to Ukraine, who have seen our country with their 
own eyes and opened it for themselves - a new, unknown, 
but modem state. The trailer lasts 90 seconds. There are 
also short versions of it, which last 60 and 30 seconds. All 
these clips are broadcast on the European TV channels Eu¬ 
ronews, Eurosport and BBC. 

According to Borys Kolesnikov the video aims, first 
and foremost, to familiarize Europeans with the colours 
of the Ukrainian people, their spirit of freedom and hos¬ 
pitality. "Until recently, Ukraine was ‘terra incognita’ 
for most European citizens. With this promo-trailer, the 
slogan for which, ‘Switch on Ukraine’, was not chosen 


by chance, we are going to ‘switch on’ Ukraine to the world 
- to give an opportunity to experience and ignite it in the 
hearts of foreigners", Mr. Kolesnikov said. 

In addition to the presentation of the Ukrainian promo-trailer 
for EURO 2012, the presentation of our country’s logo for the Eu¬ 
ropean Championship has also taken place. One of the favorite and 
famous Ukrainian images was used. The sunflower transmits the 
image of Ukraine filled with warmth, love and hospitality, where 
everyone will feel like a guest who is always welcome here.

One of the most antici¬ 
pated events of the year 
was the presentation 
the official mascots of 
EURO 2012. They are 
twin football players, 
whose images are made in the emphasized 
national colors of the two host countries. 
A Polish football player is dressed in a 
white shirt and red shorts, and a Ukrainian 
player in a yellow shirt and blue shorts. 
The hairstyles of both twins are made in 
the same colors. 

The ceremony of presentation of 
symbols of EURO 2012 was held 
at the Polish National Theatre in 
Warsaw with the participation 
of the CEO of UEFA Events 
David Taylor and Director of UEFA on 
EURO 2012 Issues Martin Cullen. 

The world-famous company Warner 
Bros., which also created the characters for 
the previous two championships, was also 
involved in the development of the mas¬ 
cots for this continental championship. 

With the presentation of the sym¬ 
bols of EURO 2012 began voting on 
the names of the football brothers, which 
could be chosen on the UEFA official site. 


in the host cities for EURO 2012 during 
the promotional tour, as well as cater¬ 
ing establishments of EUFA partners in 
EURO 2012 cities. The Union of Europe¬ 
an Football Associations proposed three 
options for matching names, in a Polish 
and Ukrainian manner, to Ukrainians and 
Poles. They are Slawek and Slavko, Shy- 
emko and Strimko, Klemek and Ladko. 
In terms of recognizability, proximity to 
the "slav" root (from Slavic) and ease of 
pronunciation the first pair, Slawek and 
Slavkohas been already chosen.

Shock work 2011 

Next year is the key year in preparations for EURO 2012. in 2011 we wiil not oniy 
compiete the construction and reconstruction of the overwheiming majority of 
EURO 2012 faciiities and test them, but also establish their “vital functions”. In 
overall terms of preparations for EURO 2012 next year, Ukraine has to commission 
scores of infrastructure facilities. These include: stadiums, airports, hotels, roads, 
training centers and railway stations. Here below is our review of the 10 biggest 
projects related to EURO 2012, completion of which is planned for next year. 


Olympic National Sports Complex - 
July-August 2011 


One of the biggest stadiums 
in Europe will seat more than 
69,000 spectators. It has a unique cover - 
a complex engineered roof with the larg¬ 
est membrane structure in the world. The 
infrastructure of the stadium will meet 
all the requirements set by UEFA of elite 
class stadiums. 


In October, when all 80 columns 
to support the roof over the stadium 
bleachers were installed, the Olympic 
National Sports Complex acquired its 
complete form. Construction works on 
the outdoor arena will be completed 
soon and the entire work process will be 
moved indoors.

Lviv stadium - August 2011 


Construction of the new sta¬ 
dium in Lviv began in Novem¬ 
ber 2008. The arena is designed to hold 
33,400 seats, of which about 300 are for 
honorary guests in the VIP-zone and 150 


in the sky box area. The places are de¬ 
signed so as to create the maximum ef¬ 
fect for spectators of being on the field 
of play. All of them are seated under a 
cover, part of which will be transparent.

The new terminal is designed 
to service international and do¬ 
mestic flights. In the five-story terminal 
building, which is 51,000 square meters 
in area, the flow of passengers departing 
and arriving will be divided by a two-tier 
scheme. Communication between the 
two levels is provided with the use of 
overpasses with three-line movement. 



The new runway, 4 kilometres in 
length, will become the pride of Donbas. 
It is defined as class 4F by the ICAO (In¬ 
ternational Civil Aviation Organization) 
classification, and will be able to receive 
Boeing 747-400, Airbus A-380, IL-96- 
300 - that is, all major aircrafts used in 
the world - without restrictions on their 
maximum takeoff weight. 
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New terminal at Lviv Airport — October 2011 


The new terminal at Lviv Air¬ 
port meets all the requirements 
set for terminals of international air¬ 
ports with a full range of services and 


minimum time spent on checking in, 
handing over luggage, clearing customs 
and passing through border control. Its 
passenger handling capacity will reach 


up to 700 passengers per hour in one 
direction and 1,000 in arrival/departure 
mode. Its construction budget is set at 
921 million UAH. 


Terminal D at Boryspil Airport (Kyiv) — November 2011 


Having commissioned the new 
terminal. Terminal F, in October 
of this year, another terminal, D, with an 
area of 100,000 square metres, is being built 
at Boryspil. The terminal, which will spe¬ 


cialize exclusively in international flights, 
will become the largest in the airport and 
increase its competitiveness as well as ex¬ 
pand market opportunities for international 
flights once it has been completed. The de¬ 


sign capacity of Terminal D is up to 3,000 
people per hour. Completion of the facility’s 
constmction is planned for September 2011, 
while its commissioning is planned to take 
place two months later, in November. 



Fairmont Hotel (Kyiv) — November-Dee em b er 2 


This hotel on Naberezno-Kre- 
schatitska Street plans to open 
its doors to customers by the end of next 
year. Guests will be offered accommo¬ 


dation in one of the 258 elegant rooms, 
of which 62 rooms are luxury class. 
Fairmont will have a parking for 100 
vehicle spaces. 



stage of Victoria Hotel (Donetsk) - IV qnarter 2011 


Victoria is a sports and entertainment ho¬ 
tel complex, whose territory (8.4 hectares) 
is located in the park right in the centre of 
Donetsk. The complex’s assets currently 
include a four-star hotel complex which 


contains 38 rooms. Alongside this, ac¬ 
tive construction of a new building - the 
second part of the hotel - is going ahead. 
A total of 131 hotel rooms situated on 24 
floors in the hotel will open their doors. 


Hotel on Freedom Square (Kharkiv) — December 2011 


This future facility will be located 
in the centre of the first capital - on 
Freedom Square and it will be the first five- 
star hotel to be built from scratch in Kharkiv. 


An area of 5,238 square metres will house 
the hotel of 180 rooms and a multifunction¬ 
al hall, fitness centre and a shopping and 
entertainment facilities will also be erected. 


Constmction of the hotel complex, which 
began in June of this year, should be com¬ 
pleted in December 2011. Constmction of 
the facility will cost $100 million. 


Lviv-Krakovets Road - Autumn 2010 - May 2012 


Constmction of the Lviv - 
Krakovets Road began in 
autumn 2010, but the main constmction 
works at this large-scale international 
facility will be carried out in 2011. The 


length of this road on the Ukrainian side 
will be 84.4 kilometres. It will stretch 
from the village of Hryada, which is near 
Lviv, to the Ukrainian-Polish border. It 
will be a high category road, which for 


safety reasons will be built bypassing 
towns and will provide for traffic speeds 
of 120-130 kilometres per hour. The 
completion of the road’s constmction is 
planned for May 2012. 


The building and rebuilding of these and other 
facilities of the European Championship is not 
the most important thing to done next year. It is 
clear that they will all be built and commissioned 
on time. The key issue on tomorrow’s agenda is 


management of these powerful facilities. And so 
now it is time to select managers for these sites 
and to prepare a programme for the operation of 
these buildings during and after the tournament.

UEFA Operations Director Martin Kaiien visited Ukraine dozens 
of times. And together with Ukrainians he opened terminals, was 
present at aii events and through a presidentiai decree was even 
included in the Committee for Preparations and Staging in Ukraine 
of the EURO 2012 Finais. Regardiess of the tricky periods of 
predations this year, the tournament director repeatediy supported 
and encouraged the Ukrainian people. Martin Kaiien talked about 
this year of cooperation between Ukraine and UEFA in this exclusive 
interview with our magazine... 


F rom UEFA’s point of view, how did Ukraine prepare 
its infrastructure objects for EURO 2012 this year? 

2010 has seen an impressive acceleration of prepara¬ 
tions, especially in terms of infrastructure develop¬ 
ments. New terminals have been inaugurated, stadi¬ 
ums construction is advancing swiftly and generally it has been an 
important and finitful year in the build-up to UEFA EURO 2012. 

Success can also be noted at the central stadiums of the host cit¬ 
ies of EURO 2012. Two arenas have already been built and hold 
matches in a fully-fledged. As regards Lviv, work was begun with a 
huge backlog, but today the pace of work at the stadium is cause for 
optimism. If construction of the new arenas continues in the same 
vein there is every hope that they will be put into operation in 2011. 
I want to emphasize: there is still a year and a half to go, but prepara¬ 
tions for the tournament should gain ftill speed much earlier. 

What would you call Ukraiue’s stroug poiut iu its prepara- 
tious for the champiouship? 

First of all, the passion and motivation that all those involved put 
in the project. The understanding of the magnitude of the event 
and the impact it will have for years to come for the citizens of 
Ukraine and the tremendous support of the government are and 
will remain key factors in the success of the preparations. 

Did UEFA make auy remarks iu the course of the year ou 
Ukraiue’s preparatiou of facilities for EURO 2012? If so, to 
what exteut have they beeu implemeuted? 

UEFA monitors works on a constant basis and shares its expe¬ 
rience with local organisers. We have developed best practices 
over the years and are working with the local authorities, host 
cities, stadiums and many other organisations in order to attain 
a high level of preparations. If we look back to the beginning 
of the year, when UEFA had to put in place a set of clear re¬ 
quirements and clear deadlines to be respected by the organis¬ 
ers and the government, and where we stand today, I think we 
can say that we have been heard. Nevertheless, there is still a 
lot of work to do to get ready for the tournament. 

This is the first time that UEFA is entrusting the organising 
of a European Championship not to its own company but 
to specially created bodies, a Local Organising Committee 
in both Ukraine and Poland. To what extent are they cop¬ 
ing with the tasks they have been set? 

We had a similar set-up in 2000, when the tournament was held 
in Belgium and The Netherlands, but the stature of the event 
has grown tremendously since then so it would be impossible to 


compare. It is never easy to organise such an event for the first 
time, but the Local Organising Committees (LOCs) are working 
very fruitfully to achieve their aim, to have a fantastic football 
festival in the summer of 2012. They are not alone in fulfillment 
of their tasks, they can count on the help of the authorities as well 
as on ours. We are working as a team, and we are “creating his¬ 
tory together”, with every player having an important role to play 
in the success of UEFA EURO 2012, and I must say that we have 
had very good cooperation with the LOCs this year and that they 
have done an excellent job. As they might read these lines, I need 
nevertheless to add that they cannot rest on their laurels and that 
they will have to work even harder in the future! (smiling...) 

The closer we get to the championship the more vital the 
issue of promotion becomes. Which promotional projects 
are being implemented at present? When will the power¬ 
ful advertising campaign, which is coordinated by UEFA, 
begin in European mass media? 

There will be no special large-scale campaign on television, as 
the European Championship is self-advertising. The qualifying 
competition is already under way and there is, therefore, already 
huge media coverage around the competition in the 51 countries 
taking part in the group matches. This will increase with the start 
of ticket sales in spring 2011 and with the play-off matches in 
November 2011. Next year will also see the start of the volun¬ 
teer recruitment campaign and special attention will be given to 
promoting the opportunity for anyone to be part of this histori¬ 
cal event. As from December 2012, TV channels from all over 
the world will be showing dedicated programmes promoting 
Ukraine and Poland, as well as UEFA EURO 2012. A tour by the 
European Championship trophy itself will also become another 
interesting promotional item, during which a huge bullet in the 
form of Henri Delaunay’s Cup will fly over Ukraine and Poland 
reminding people that the tournament is just around the comer. 

Four years ago you coordinated the European Championship 
in Austria and Switzerland. What are the differences between 
EURO 2008 and 2012 in terms of organisational issues? Is 
there any know-how present in the current preparations? 

The organisational set-up is different, the countries are differ¬ 
ent, and the infrastmcture is not the same. The big difference 
lies probably with the amount of work that needs to be pro¬ 
cessed to constmct stadiums, airports and roads for instance. 
There are nevertheless also a lot of similarities and we can re¬ 
ally build upon what we have learnt in 2008.

‘‘Poland is the largest 
construction site in Europe” 

Poland commissioned its first major EURO 2012 faciiity, the Poznan 
stadium, in early autumn. Despite the fact that the completion 
of the majority of iarge-scale infrastructure objects in Poland, 
just like in Ukraine, has been scheduled for the coming year, the 
Poies say that 2010 was a success. The head of the organization 
responsible for the preparations coordination, the chief executive 
officer of the PL.2012 government agency, Marcin Herra, has said 
more about Poiand’s preparation for EURO 2012 in an exclusive 
interview with the Ukraine 2012 magazine. 
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Mr. Herra, can you share Poland’s accomplishments in its 
preparations for EURO 2012 with us? 

Poland’s preparation for Euro-2012 can be divided into three direc¬ 
tions: preparation of high-quality transport and sporting infrastruc¬ 
ture, successful management of these facilities and organizational 
projects like safety and security, medical services, volunteers pro¬ 
gramme, along with the implementation of social projects which 
envisages the involvement of people in the tournament and making 
them realize that all of us are hosts of EURO 2012. 

The first direction, the preparation of the infrastructure, was 
the key one in 2008-09 when tenders were conducted on an 
intense basis, when projects were prepared and general contrac¬ 
tors for facilities were chosen. We are currently implementing 
216 infrastructural projects. The number of those of them with 
key status is 45, and 36 are just important within the context of 
the organization of the tournament. The most important infra¬ 
structure projects are: construction and modernization of stadi¬ 
ums, reconstruction and development of airports, moderniza¬ 
tion of railway and building facilities for motorway and railway 
communications between EURO 2012 cities, just the same way 
as in the cities themselves. All these projects are presently on 
average at the 84% level in accordance with the implementation 
schedule or with minimal risk with no threat to the completition 
before EURO 2012. The total cost of Poland’s key and impor¬ 
tant infrastructure projects for EURO 2012 is 80bn zlotys. 

Can you provide examples of projects that have been im¬ 
plemented? 

The first serious project was the Poznan stadium, which we un¬ 
veiled on 20 September 2010. Three other arenas will be ready 
in 2011: the object in Gdansk will begin operating in June of 
next year, the National Stadium in Warsaw will be commis¬ 
sioned a month later, in July, and the Wroclaw arena will open 
its doors in the third quarter of the year. This means that we 
shall have enough time to test out these objects. 

In general, the year of 2010 was a period for us when 90% 
of infrastructure projects moved from the design and tender 
phase to direct implementation. Undoubtedly, Poland is cur¬ 
rently the largest construction site in Europe. 

In view of Poland’s huge investment in Euro-2012, what 
share of funding the championship’s projects are granted by 
cities, the state and the European Union? 

Around 60-70% of investments are funds from the central 
budget. This is mainly funding to build the transport infrastruc¬ 
ture (motorway and railway communications) at national level. 
Local authorities allocate the remaining 30% of funds. The sta¬ 
diums built for EURO 2012, objects in Gdansk, Wroclaw and 
Poznan are being built mainly at the expense of local budgets, 
and the share of the state budget comes to 20% of the cost. The 
Warsaw arena is an exception: it will not be used by any football 
team in the future and, therefore, its preparation is being fully 
funded from the central budget. In total terms, 40% of all funds 
allocated for EURO 2012 come from the European Union. 

How will transport system control be supported? 

We expect around one million tourists to visit Poland during 
the three weeks of EURO 2012. In order to provide maximum 
convenience to guests, we are putting emphasis not only on 
infrastructure, but also on its optimal control. As regards the 
aviation sector, coordination of the operation of all airports is 
important here, just as air traffic control over Poland is during 
the championship. 


Control of land transportation is also important. The mobility 
plan for the tournament is being developed in 2010. Despite the 
fact that the list of teams due to play in Polish cities will be an¬ 
nounced in December 2011, we are preparing different scenarios 
of movement of the guests that will visit us during EURO 2012, 
which will be subdivided into easy, average and complex ones. 

How is Poland preparing to organize the security of guests 
and city residents during EURO 2012? 

As regards security issues, we have established a special secu¬ 
rity committee for EURO 2012 headed by Gen Adam Rapacki, 
the Secretary of State in Ministry of Internal Affairs and Ad¬ 
ministration. The committee is currently working on over 100 
projects, which consist of carrying out about 2,500 tasks. They 
are related to the issues of transport security, medical services, 
securing law and order in airports and epidemiological control. 
Besides this, we should make provisions for prompt consider¬ 
ation of cases by prosecuting authorities and courts. 


With what precise actions will Poland demonstrate a high 
level of its services? 

For providing fans with information, we are developing the con¬ 
cept of fans embassies, which means places where fans will be 
able to get information from other “brothers in football”. This is 
because fans trust each other more than official sources. 

Work is under way on introducing a single Polish ticket 
(Polish-Pass), which will combine a ticket for travelling be¬ 
tween cities and within them, confirmations of hotel reserva¬ 
tions and medical insurance. All works related to this project 
are coordinated by the PL.2012 agency. 
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Euro-2012 is a project of two countries, Ukraine and Po¬ 
land, and it is impossible without cooperation and uniting 
efforts. To what extent are partnership relations between 
Ukraine and Poland close? 

The signing of the Road Map consisting of 26 projects between the 
Polish and Ukrainian sides on 30 September 2010 is of extreme 
importance for both countries. In order to successfully hold EURO 
2012, all of them should be jointly implemented by Ukraine and 
Poland. These projects are related to security at border checkpoints, 
organization of medical services, cooperation in information ex¬ 
change between countries and in the promotional campaign for 
EURO 2012. From the very beginning we were working together 
on the scenario: two Host Countries - one Tournament.

“2010 is the year of radical 
speeding up of preparations 


for EURO 2012” 


EURO 2012 requires a quicker pace of 
construction and know-how in the security 
system for stadiums from Ukraine. The head 
of the EURO 2012 Ukraine Locai Organising 
Committee, Markiyan Lubkivskyi, said this in 
an exclusive interview. 
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ow does UEFA evaluate Ukraine’s prepa¬ 
rations for the championship in 2010? 

The year of 2010 was notable for the radical 
speeding up of the pace of preparation for 
the championship. It was precisely this that 
has enabled us to lead the EURO 2012 proj¬ 
ect out of the risk zone in which it was to be found. 

Taking into account the fact that the preparation of this 
complex project is taking place in conditions of economic 
crisis, this makes the value of the things that have been 
done higher. We are very happy with the interaction with 
the government and directly with Vice Prime Minister Bo- 
rys Kolesnikov who really does live for the sake of this 
project. The new government team which took on the proj¬ 
ect in difficult conditions has shown its devotion to the idea 
of holding Euro, has demonstrated UEFA its efficiency and 
capacity to resolve very complicated issues. The point is 
that all facilities, apart from being prepared in conditions 
of strict time constraints, require respective funding. This 
is why Ukraine received high marks from UEFA this year, 
and they also expect us not to slow down the pace of prepa¬ 
ration next year either. 

2010 has been proclaimed Security Year. What ground¬ 
work have you managed to carry out? 

First of all, we were dealing with the introduction of novel¬ 
ties in Ukrainian legislation. The Local Organising Commit¬ 
tee is co-author of the new law regulating security during 
sporting events and football matches. We have taken the best 
European experience, compared it with our realities and set 
out in precise terms the new format for holding events of 
this kind. The main novelty of the draft law, which will be 
considered in Parliament shortly, is the introduction of stew- 
arding in stadiums. 

Jointly with EUFA, we are completing preparations of the 
security concept for the championship. The operation of almost 
20 law-enforcement agencies should be coordinated in this 
document, and this requires a systemic approach. This is not 
easy but a vertical security chain is gradually gaining shape. 

The coming year will be the year of implementation of the 
projects developed in 2010. We are aware that it will be very 
difficult to change the situation in the entire country in the 
space of one year. We would also like to introduce a new phi¬ 
losophy of security, at least in the four EURO 2012 stadiums. 
We rely a great deal on support from the Football Federation 
of Ukraine, just like we do on the Professional League and 
football clubs, in this. 

A great deal is spoken in UEFA about the operational com¬ 
ponent. Are there recipes as to how Ukraine will cope with 
this task? 

Establishing operational control is a precondition of the suc¬ 
cess of both the tournament and the post-tournament life of 
the newly built facilities. UEFA approaches all infrastructure 
objects to be inherited by us after the European Champion¬ 
ship with great responsibility. Neither UEFA nor Ukraine 
needs stadiums or airports which will be left in the lurch and 
will become an excessive burden for the country after the 


EURO 2012 football feast. This is why, while the construc¬ 
tion of the new objects is still under way, it is important not 
only to complete their erection, but also to secure their exis¬ 
tence after the tournament in 2012. 

The recipe is quite simple. First, it is necessary to staff these 
facilities with highly professional management teams and, sec¬ 
ond, both the future arenas and the new terminals should be 
commissioned on time in order to enable the newly appointed 
managers to test them out. 

The Donbas Arena is the ideal place for training stadium 
managers. Here we have the possibility to both gain the 
necessary management experience during actual matches 
and to transfer it to other objects, as all activities in arenas 
are conducted in accordance with world standards. While 
we are merely talking about the introduction of a new phi¬ 
losophy of security systems in stadiums which is based on 
stewarding, this system is already working successfully at 
Donbas Arena. We borrow this experience for other Euro 
arenas. The same applies to work with volunteers, introduc¬ 
tion of information technologies and organization of media 
work: proven models at Donbas Arena will be needed for 
other stadiums. 

What key actions related to EURO 2012 do you plan to 
undertake next year? 

The list of significant events consists of starting the selling of 
tickets and corporate hospitality packages. The sale of tickets 
will begin on 1 March of next year, and it will be possible 
to purchase a corporate hospitality package beginning from 
April of next year. More detailed information is currently 
available on the UEFA website, via which sales will be car¬ 
ried out. You can sign in there and receive information about 
the beginning of sales. 

Another significant event will be the one-year period 
remaining before the beginning of the tournament which 
we shall mark on 8 June. In 2007, a year before prepara¬ 
tions for Euro-2008, host countries Austria and Switzerland 
played a symbolic football match between themselves in 
the Swiss Alps at a height of 3,500 metres above sea level. 
We are currently thinking together with our Polish col¬ 
leagues as to the place to be chosen for the celebration in 
order to astonish fans who are looking forward impatiently 
to the year 2012. 

The long-awaited volunteer recruitment campaign will 
begin in the summer of 2011. UEFA expects the involve¬ 
ment of 5,000 people in both countries, which means that 
some 2,500 “championship assistants” will be recruited in 
Ukraine. A promo campaign for volunteer recruitment will 
be launched in spring, and a database of candidates is be¬ 
ing created. Sports volunteers are a new phenomenon for 
our country, and so the initiation of this movement for 
EURO 2012 will also enable us to successfully implement 
other large-scale events. 

One of the most outstanding pre-tournament events, the fi¬ 
nal draw, will take place in Kyiv at the end of the year, on 
2 December: it should be an unforgettable stage on the way to 
the European tournament.

The Ukrainian nationai team has been given exactiy two years to 
prepare itseif for the home European Championship, it was back in 
May 2010 when it piayed its first match after the end of the previous 
campaign, and the squad for EURO 2012 wiii be ready in May 2012. 
Meanwhiie, the biue-and yeiiow team is far from the modei of the 
piaying ensembie which one wouid wish to see after the end of the 
preparatory period. 
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O f course, proceeding from the results 
demonstrated by the Ukrainians in nine 
matches earlier this year, one cannot 
say that the first part of the race was a 
failure. Just one defeat at the hands of 
Brazil (0:2) against the background of 
four victories is not a bad result and, 
moreover, tricky opponents like Norway 
(1:0), Switzerland (2:2), Chile (2:1) and 
Romania (3:2) did not manage to beat 
us. One can also recall a draw with the 
Dutch, the World Cup runners up (1:1), a 
well-trained and skillful team which re¬ 
mains a real force even when its major 
figures are absent. 

Any coach will confirm that positive 
statistics increase the belief of football 
players in their strength and gives them 
confidence, even if we are talking about 
friendly matches here. Agreeing with 
this, let us recognize that the year 2010 
actually did the young team some good. 
Actually, the fact of rivalry with respect¬ 
ed figures of the caliber of Dani Alves, 
Robinho, Kivo and Frei should also 
leave behind a trace: making our guys 
more composed and courageous. 

But all these factors will be of im¬ 
portance only if they have a positive 
impact on the quality of the Ukrai¬ 
nians play in the future. Meanwhile, 
the football presented by us does not 
inspire, not to mention its compliance 
with the tasks that the hosts of EURO 
2012 should set themselves. A remind¬ 
er: in the course of the last 30 years, 
only Belgium in 2000 and Austria with 
Switzerland in 2008, representing host 
countries, failed to reach at least the 
semi-final stage. 

Special attention is paid to host coun¬ 
tries, and this is why Ukrainian coaches 
and players are being directed to the 
maximum. Myron Markevych, having 
come to head the team in February, ac¬ 
cepted this challenge, though he empha¬ 
sized that he would, first of all, demand 
high-quality play from it, and good re¬ 
sults only after this. In view of the fact 
that there will be no official matches over 
the course of two years, this approach is 
not devoid of logic. 

However, having been at the helm 
for four matches with the national 
team, Markevych resigned from his 
post for reasons far from merely foot¬ 
ball ones. The baton was picked up by 
Yuriy Kalytvyntsev. Taking into ac¬ 
count the impetuous course of events, 
this national federation’s decision 
seemed to be absolutely logical. How¬ 
ever, it has turned out that specialists 



who had worked in one team for some 
months were willing to go towards 
success along different routes. “We 
shall not speak about a nice style of 
play. We shall put the emphasis on the 
result,” Kalytvyntsev said before the 
match against Switzerland. 

Regardless of the reasons which 
caused the change in coach, this is al¬ 
ways stressful for a team. The Football 
Federation of Ukraine always used to 
approach this issue cautiously. It is not 
surprising that, after Anatoliy Konkov’s 
resignation in 1995, every single one of 
the national team’s coaches always got 
the change to carry through the work he 
had begun, or at least to work during the 
entire qualification cycle. 

However, life has already made a dif¬ 
ferent judgment, and so players had to 
change their ways and get accustomed 
to the new leader’s philosophy and prin¬ 
ciples of play. Markevych and Kalyt¬ 
vyntsev really do have different ones. A 
young coach who earned victory at Euro- 
2009 with 19-year old guys, has not yet 
presented evidence of being ready for a 
new challenge. However, it would also 
have been extremely difficult for anyone 
else in the situation that arose. 

Dynamo Kyiv had an explicitly di¬ 
sastrous autumn. To put it mildly, the 
majority of its players, including candi¬ 
dates to the national team, did not seem 
to be at the proper level, both from the 
physical and psychological points of 
view. Was it worth expecting that Oleh 
Husyev, Taras Mykhalyk, Andriy Yar- 
molenko, Artem Milevsky and Andriy 
Shevchenko would drastically add to 
their skills and blossom as soon as they 
change their strip to blue-and-yellow? 
The same applies to Ihor Khudobyak, 
Artem Fedetsky, Denys Kozhanov, the 
leaders of Karpaty Lviv who, let me re¬ 
mind you, encountered a regretful series 
of five defeats as the result of the tough 
schedule to which they are not yet ac¬ 
customed. Besides this, Dnipro has not 
overcome its crisis yet, as it even had 
to change its coach during the course of 
the season. This could not but influence 
the form of Vitaliy Mandzyuk, Ruslan 
Rotan and Yevhen Seleznyov. 

It would be possible to stake on 
Shakhtar which, unlike its competi¬ 
tors, has seized its wave, but the miners 
team has Brazilians in the lead roles. 
Besides this, it was impossible to use 
perfectly coordinated and qualified the 
central defenders from the Donetsk 
team, Dmytro Chyhrynsky and Yaro- 
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Slav Rakytsky, at full capacity. The for¬ 
mer had been recovering from injury 
for a long time, while the latter had 
been helping the “youth team”. 

Perhaps Kalytvyntsev made the most 
of this situation, but this maximum is un¬ 
likely to satisfy the Football Federation 
of Ukraine, fans or actually the coach 
himself The picture would have looked 
even more depressing if there were no 


but it operated too academically and cau¬ 
tiously up front, and it actually paid for 
this... While trainer Oleksiy Mykhayly- 
chenko did not have midfielders aiming 
for attack at his disposal and capable of 
acting dangerously and in an unortho¬ 
dox manner, there are such players now. 
In my opinion, Yevhen Konoplyanka 
and Denys Oliynyk are already mature 
enough to resolve serious tasks, and Ali-

Of course, Aliyev de¬ 
serves applause, but this kind of team’s 
dependence on one sniper’s skills and 
mood is extremely dangerous... 

In search of deserving candidates, 
Markevych and Kalytvyntsev checked 
out 37 football players during 2010, 
and the national team broadly opened 
its arms to 15 of them for the first time. 
It is clear that far from all members of 
this brigade will get accustomed to the 
national team, but new figures deserv¬ 
ing of attention have managed to make 
themselves known anyway. 

During the previous qualifyi ng cycle, 
the national team stopped a step before 
the ladder of the plane heading for the 
Republic of South Africa to the 2010 
World Cup, and the players that formed 
its backbone are still in its ranks. But the 
team was notable for its reliable defence. 


yev has already awakened and at last re¬ 
ceived a boost in confidence. These guys 
are able to assume responsibility for the 
creative component. 

The most problematic position which 
Kalytvyntsev (or his likely successor) 
will have to fill is likely to be that of for¬ 
ward: sharp, quick, technical, pushy and, 
of course, one who scores goals. Do we 
have such strikers in Ukraine? Shevchen¬ 
ko is still very useful, but though he has 
experience, a clear mind and good shot, 
he is not so mobile nw. Milevsky has 
technique and coordination, but he also 
lacks speed. Seleznyov is extremely un¬ 
stable, though he has good feel for the 
game. Would it be worth taking a close 
look at Marko Devic?... 

There is still some time to resolve 
these and other puzzles, information for 
consideration is sufficient, and agree¬ 
ments on sparring matches have been 
reached. Let’s wait, as the time of total 
experiments has come to an end now.

“Tickets” to Ukraine and Poland 
become more and more expensive 
after each quaiifying round 
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The EURO 2012 qualifying tournament has taken a break till the 
end of March. Meanwhile, participants of the marathon will rack 
their brains on how to spend the winter recess in a useful manner. 
The leading favourites will be preoccupied with retaining conditions 
and the pace of victory, while representatives of the “second tier” 
of contenders for waybills to Ukraine and Poland will prepare their 
elbows for further pushing and shoving. 



■ Anatoliy Demianenko, 

1988 European 
Chempionship silver winner 


A natoliy Demianenko has agreed to provide comments on 
the autumn part of the qualification. As one of the most 
experienced Ukrainian footballers, a participant of three 
World Cups and 1988 European Championship runner up, 
he presently leads the Nasaf club in Uzbekistan. His mission 
to the East does not prevent Anatoliy Demianenko from 
attentively following the development of the battle between 
the best European national teams. 

“Just like all my compatriots, I live with a premonition of 
a grand football feast entrusted to Ukraine to be held with the 
rights of a co-host,” the expert said. “My own experience of 
participation in major tournaments does not leave any doubt 
that we can expect to see an impressive sight in the summer 
of 2012. Moreover, UEFA presently pays attention to each 
organizational trifle, and everything has been scheduled almost 
for every single day... I was lucky to have played only in one 
European final, when it was still held with the participation of 
eight national teams. Now double the number of teams qualify, 
but the level of the final tournament has not dropped by any 
means. On the contrary, football is becoming level in Europe 
precisely due to the fact that conventional middling teams are 
approaching the grandees.” 

Analyzing the intermediary results of the EURO 2012 
qualification, Anatoliy Demianenko set apart the confident 
pace of the continental elite: the teams from Germany, the 
Netherlands, Spain, Italy, England, France and Portugal. 
“Frankly speaking, the latter two had to withstand an out-of- 
the-way flow of criticism after their unconfident start,” Anatoliy 
Demianenko recalls. “The Portuguese even have changed their 
coach. As we can see, Paulo Bento has managed to stabilize 
the team’s play. Meanwhile, it turned out that convincing 
victories over the teams from Denmark and Iceland is only 
the beginning. You have seen what Cristiano Ronaldo and his 
partners had done to the Spaniards in a friendly match! I think it 
will be much easier for the Portuguese to lose the pace they had 
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reached than for their major rivals in the group, the Norwegians 
who were not leaders for very long. As regards France, its new 
coach, Laurent Blanc, was forecast to have grand future as a 
coach back during his playing career. Of course, it is impossible 
to build a team “from the wheels”, and moreover, against the 
background of the scandals accompanying the “three-colour” 
team’s performance at the recent World Cup and after the 
team’s return home. 

In Anatoliy Demianenko’s view, the Germans and Dutch 
should have no problems in their qualifying games in 2011. 
The more so as their groups do not have any obvious «second» 
teams, that is, those vying for a play-off spot will certainly 
lose points in games between one another, thereby letting the 
favourite move further and further ahead. Neither is anyone 
likely to prevent the Italians and Spanish getting to the finals. 
“Although heavy defeats in friendly games of the current 
World and European champions should be a wake-up call for 
the team’s coaches”, the trainer surmises. “I understand that 
after big victories there are certain difficulties with motivation, 
but such fiasco matches like Portugal (0:4) and Argentina 
(1:4) is too much. However, the Spanish have shown that they 
can draw the right conclusions from local defeats. They also 
began their triumphant World Cup campaign in South Africa 
with a defeat, but after that 0:1 game versus the Swiss they 
won everything)). 

Italy, currently with Cesare Prandelli at its helm, is going 
through a new change of generations. But Squadra Azzurra 
also had luck with the qualifying group. The most dangerous 
opponent, Serbia, is currently going through bad times. A 
technical defeat in an away game with Italy adjudicated to 
Vladimir Petrovic’s trainees by UEFA due to the improper 
behaviour of fans has become a kind of reflection of all the 
internal problems in Serbian football. Partizan’s play in the 
Champions League does not add optimism either. “Therefore, 
Italians will have to do their best in order not to win the first 
place,” Anatoliy Demianenko smiles. England also has a 
similar situation. Fabio Capello and his trainees also owe a 
debt to their fans for their poor performance in the Republic 
of South Africa. Therefore, the founders of football will 
also do their best to rehabilitate themselves in the qualifying 
tournament. However, the national team of Montenegro is still 
managing to challenge the favourite. Coach Zlatko Kranjcar 
has created a nice team, which played at Wembley as an equal 
with the hosts. But the question is whether it will have enough 
experience and stability.” 

Anatoliy Demianenko considers the Belarusian team to be 
one of the major discoveries of the qualifying tournament, 
along with the one from Montenegro. An interesting point 
is that these two teams are still the only ones to retain the 
inviolability of their goal line in qualification matches. “But 
the aforementioned Belarusians felt the heavy burden of a 
leader in Luxembourg, having ended the game with an outsider 
in a 0:0 draw,” Analoliy Demianenko said. “If a team sets a 
goal for itself to reach the final group, it is inadmissible to lose 
points in matches of this kind. However, Belarusian football 
is currently on the rise, and success of BATE in the Europa 
League serves as proof of this, in particular. There are no 
prominent stars in Bemdt Stange’s national team, just like in 
Viktar Hancharenka’s club, but the teams demonstrate reliable 
and good quality football.” 

Demianenko was also happy for Temuri Ketsbaia, the coach 
of the Georgian national team. The Georgians are currently 
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moving forward without defeats, but they have a real test 
ahead: a match with Croatia, the favourite in group F. “I still 
remember Ketsbaia as a Tbilisi Dynamo player where he 
played at a very young age and kicked us in Kyiv,” the former 
coach of the Kyiv club recalls. “He had his first experience as a 
coach in Anorthosis in Cyprus, which reached the Champions 
League and made a great deal of fuss there with Temuri. By the 
way, the level of football in Cyprus has increased substantially 
in overall terms. Having returned home, Ketsbaia now works 
on bringing back the glory days of Georgian football.” 

There are not only discoveries, but also disappointments 
in each qualifying tournament. The ones that can be still 
ascribed to the latter are the national team of Turkey with Guus 
Hiddink as its head, the unstable Slovak and Scottish teams, 
aforementioned Serbia, along with the team from Switzerland, 
as its new generation is still unable to replace the stars of the 
previous one. 

“Indeed, Frei and Yakin, whose combined age is almost 
65, looked decent in the match against the Ukrainian national 
team, which fielded an experimental lineup, but rivals are 
much more motivated in qualification matches,” Demianenko 
said. “Besides this, the group in which Ottmar Hitzfeld’s team 
figures is very balanced...”

The head coach of the Danish national football team, 
Morten Olsen, having announced that he does not intend to 
prolong his contract with the National Football Federation 
which is due to expire after the EURO 2012 qualifying 
tournament, regards the coach of Spanish team Mallorca, 
Michael Laudrup, as his successor. 

According to Olsen, a Dane should be the head of the 
national team, and Michael Laudrup fits this post best of 
all, Politiken reports. 

“Laudrup has the necessary international experience 
to head the national team. Besides this, Michael has been 
already practicing training activities for some years. It 
seems to me that a Dane should definitely become the 
coach. My goal remains as it was before: the team’s 
qualification for EURO 2012 and to leave my successor 
qualified football players,” Olsen said.

Two naturalized players could appear in 
the Polish national team at Euro-2012.

the Galacticos era at Real Madrid 



N ow Cristiano is 25. In the collection of this 
footballer, bom in Madeira, there is the title 
of the best player of Europe and the world, 
a triumph in the Champions League, par¬ 
ticipation in the continental finals and in 
the semi-finals at world level. He is the 
captain of the Portuguese national team 
and the most expensive footballer in his¬ 
tory, for whom the Spanish giant paid 94 
million Euros in the summer of 2009. 

Most would call this purchase pouring 
money down the drain. No sportsman can 
cost so much! But such talk does not bother 
Ronaldo. “I understand and respect public 
opinion, but most of the time I don’t share 
it,” he retorts. “Let people say what they 
want. I will remain calm. I’m at a great 
club and I will prove myself, my family, 
those who love me and those on whom the 
decision to sign a contract depended on, 
that this sum is not inflated. I will prove 
this through actions, not words.” 

Now journalists pick this Portuguese to 
pieces with pleasure, representing him as 
a habitue at discos and parties. “In order to 
make money, people come up with some 
incredible stories, deceiving others. It is 
not easy to accept, even though I try. How¬ 


ever, I have a family that to say the least 
is not happy with all the mud sometimes 
slung at me,” Ronaldo adds somewhat 
nervously. “Yes, I know how to get plea¬ 
sure from life, but there is a time for every¬ 
thing. I have fun with my friends the way 
I want, but only during the holidays. And 
no-one can accuse me of exerting myself 
in a game or during training less than one 
hundred per cent. A player who is always 
at nightclubs is simply not able to con¬ 
stantly maintain a high level of skill and 
physical fitness. I stay professional, which 
is what I try to prove on the field.” 

According to Cristiano, the first months 
of independent life in England were the 
most difficult time in his career. “I left my 
family, fiiends and settled in another coun¬ 
try, where I began to play a completely 
different type of football,” he recalls. “We 
called one another eveiy week and cried 
into the phone. After all, I grew up in 
‘Manchester’ - as a footballer and a per¬ 
son. There I was playing with great masters 
and training under the guidance of an out¬ 
standing coach. I still have excellent rela¬ 
tions with Alex Ferguson. This man helped 
me and will forever remain in my heart.”

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Despite the numerous trophies won 
in England, Ronaldo decided to move to 
Madrid. “The Spanish Primera is a new 
challenge for me and I have accepted it. I 
always gave everything to ‘Manchester 
United’, and now I will work with the 
same dedication at ‘Real Madrid’, where 
I’ll try to win new victories and prizes,” 
said the footballer. 

“Of course, there are guys who are 
start to play at one club and hold it 
throughout their career. Such examples 
are worthy of respect, but there are not 
many of them.” 


Africa early, had a bad start in the next 
campaign, however, these failures did not 
cause discord in the team. When Paulo 
Bento was appointed to replace Carlos 
Queiroz, he was convinced that we are 
united and ready to fight for the ticket to 
EURO 2012,” the captain emphasizes.

Real Madrid President Florentino Perez 
keeps repeating that winning the UEFA 
Champions League is the priority goal for 
the capital’s team this season. It is not the 
nature of Ronaldo, who triumphed in the 
tournament with Manchester United in 
2008, to look far ahead. 

However, Jose Mourinho, the new 
coach of Real Madrid, is not shy to talk 
about plans to win the most prestigious 
club competition of the Old World. If he 
wins the Champions League, he will be¬ 
come the first coach to conquer this sum¬ 
mit with three different clubs. Cristiano 
is sure of his compatriot and is ready to 
support him in everything: “I have no 
doubt that together with Jose we will dish 
it out! Mourinho is one of the best coaches 
in the world and he knows how to achieve 
success. I have a strong feeling that even 
this season we will win something. I am 
very ambitious and I don’t want, like last 
season, to be left without a trophy.” 

In the meantime, Ronaldo’s ambitions 
are not limited to the club’s interests. The 
footballer also connects his plans with 
the national team, the colours of which 
he defends since 2003. After playing in 
77 national team matches, the Portuguese 
insists that he always comes to the camp 
in an upbeat mood. “I am very pleased 
that neither local failures nor changes 
in the coaching team affect our team 
spirit. We left the World Cup in South 


remained with him. Bento’s behavior, his 
manner of speech are the same as before,” 
says Ronaldo. “I understand the require¬ 
ments of the coach and hopefully he will 
lead the team to a new level. Confident vic¬ 
tories over Denmark and Iceland are proof 
that we are taking the right path. I think you 
will see Portugal at EURO 2012.” 

The number Seven of Real Madrid 
is often compared with Lionel Messi, 
the leader of Barcelona, in order to de¬ 
termine which one of these two stars is 
the brightest. For Cristiano it all is very 
amusing. “Of course, I surpass Leo! I’m 
taller and heavier than him,” he smiles. 
“Frankly speaking, Messi is a phenom¬ 
enon, but he can’t do much without the 
support of his Bar9a partners. And like¬ 
wise I would not have been able to have 
achieved anything at Manchester or Real 
without my teammates and coaches.” 

However, at the same time, the Por¬ 
tuguese does not hide the fact that in¬ 
dividual awards are of importance to 
him. “Thank God I won the prize of the 
best player in the world, and I hope - not 
for the last time,” he adds enthusiastical¬ 
ly. “I do not know when, but I will defi¬ 
nitely do it again. I play for the strongest 
club in the world, where fantastic per¬ 
formers play, and so there is every rea¬ 
son to believe that with them I will reach 
more than one peak.”

With every passing year the number of 
UEFA participants grew. And aithough 
there were few compiaints about the 
tournament structure after two European 
Championships, it was ciear that the 
way the tournament was piayed needed 
to be improved. 


VISITING CARD 

After heated debates the special commis¬ 
sion for organizing the championship for 
European national teams, as created by 
UEFA, announced its decision in Nice 
on 17 November 1965. In particular, it 
was anticipated to hold the tournament 
on a rounds and cup (mixed) system. The 
UEFA Executive Committee also ad¬ 
opted a ruling to change the name of the 
championship: “The European Nations 
Cup - Henri Delaunay Cup” was now 
officially called the “The Championship 
of Europe - Henri Delaunay Cup”. 

After Iceland and Malta withdrew 
their applications at the last minute, the 
31 team tournament was divided into 8 
groups. According to the rules, the win¬ 
ner of each group entered the quarter 
final stage and thereafter the schedule 
was in line with the old system, with four 
teams playing in the semi-finals. One of 
features of the group formation stage was 
the desire of the British national sides to 
unite them together so that the winner 
would win the right to play in the final 
stages of the European Championship. 
This was the first time that the substitu¬ 
tion of a goalkeeper in the event of injury 
was allowed. This rule did not, as yet, 
apply to outfield players. . 

THE STRONGEST GO 
INTO BATTLE 

The group stage was extremely tense. 
After England’s victory at the 1966 
World Cup, European football experi¬ 
enced a time of development and equal¬ 
ization in class. Even so, there were 
surprises. The strong teams of Czecho¬ 
slovakia and the Federal Republic of 
Germany fell amongst the wayside as 
they became victims of their own at¬ 
titude of complacency and overestima¬ 
tion of their strengths. The quarter final 
“sieve” was overcome by eight teams 


which really were the strongest ones at 
that time. All the matches were really 
tough. For example, the Soviet national 
team beat the Hungarian team in a hard 
match. Having lost the first game away 
(0:2), the Soviet players thrashed the 
strong Hungarians 3:0 at the Luzhniky 
stadium. The decisive goal was scored 
by Dynamo Kyiv player Anatoliy By- 
shovets. For me, this was the best match 
in the history of Soviet football. Here 
is what popular sports journalists Lev 
Filatov wrote: “There are games the 
memories about which live for years; 
I think that we too shall remember this 
emotional match for a long time. In this 
match football was a game, full of im¬ 
portance, and as a game rich in wonders 
and as a game that grabs the spirit”. 

The Yugoslavs also won their quarter 
final tie. Manager Rajko Mitic (one of 
the most popular players of the 1950s) 
decided not to play the experienced 
Milan Galic, Josip Skoblar, Fahrudin 
Jusufi and others. He created a young 
team which managed to beat the French 
(5:1). The English also got into the semi¬ 
finals. The reigning World Champions 
beat the Spanish, the reigning European 
champions, twice. However, the tie be¬ 
tween the reigning European and World 
champions failed to live up to the expec¬ 
tations of fans. And, lastly, Squadra Az- 
zurra, the Italian national team, got into 
the quarter finals by beating Bulgaria. 

SEMI-FINALS: 

“WHAT A TOUGH 
DRAW WE HAD!” 

The semi-finals were played in Naples 
and Florence. The Soviet team’s destiny 
was to play the tournament hosts in a 
city near the foot of Vezuvio. On the eve 
of the decisive matches the away-goals 
rule was introduced, which meant an 
away goal counted as two goals. Without 
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Luigi Riva 


the use of this rule a third, and decisive, 
match could be determined if the two 
teams agree to this before the second 
match. In any other case the winner is 
chosen by a draw. This procedure was 
to have been fulfilled by the referee di¬ 
rectly at the stadium in the presence of 
the captains of the teams and UEFA rep¬ 
resentatives. Regardless of the wild sup¬ 
port of the Italians by the hot “tiffosi” of 
Naples, the visitors grabbed the initiative 
from the first minutes. If it were not for 
Dino Zoff, that favourite of the Naples 
public, who replaced Enrico Albertosi, it 
is unclear how things would have turned 
out. Then the Italians grabbed the initia¬ 
tive. Then came injury time and extra 
time and the game ended 0:0. 

According to the new rules the win¬ 
ner had to be chosen on the spin of a 
coin. The two captains, Shestemov and 
Facchetti, were invited to the referee’s 
room, as were the three match officials 
and the UEFA representative, Spaniard 
Agustin Puchol. This is how Mykhaylo 
Yakushyn describes the situation in his 
memoirs: 

‘T got into this place by hook or by 
crook. The foreign participants of the 
draw looked at me with surprise but, 
without working out who I was, they 
moved onto the official part of the 
procedure. They first of all decided 
on the language to be used, Italian or 
French. French was chosen. The referee 
asks Shestemov was side of the coin 
he chooses. In the time I was there I 
managed to get a good look at the coin 
and noted that one of its sides, the one 
called “heads” was a little prominent.

As a child I was enthralled by the game 
“heads or tails”, and so understand that 
the chances of the coin landing heads 
were much greater. So I tell Shester- 
nov: “Choose heads!” He stands dumb¬ 
founded. And I say to him: “Heads!” 
And he remains in a state of prostration 
and hears nothing. The referee got bored 
and so he turned to Facchetti and told 
him to choose. The Italian immediately 
understood what was what and uttered: 
“Heads!” The ref spun, the coin, it fell 
on the floor and a jubilant Facchetti 
shouted: “Heads!” And the Italians were 
through to the final of the European 
Championships”. 

The other semi, between Yugoslavia 
and England, was equally tense and in¬ 
teresting. At a packed stadium in Flor¬ 
ence both teams displayed fast, passing 
football. The decisive player in the 
match was left-sided Yugoslav forward 
Dragan Dzajic. He danced around the 
English defenders as though they were 
statues, earning the delight of the Flor¬ 
ence public. It was Dzajic who scored 
the winning goal, which compliment- 
shy England coach Alf Ramsey called 
“a sweetie”. 


ITALIAN FINAL: 

AT THE SECOND 
ATTEMPT 

The top two teams of the tourna¬ 
ment, Italy and Yugoslavia, met at the 
Stadio Olimpico in Rome on 8 June 
1968. The jam packed stadium in Rome 
reminded one of frying pan made siz¬ 
zling hot by the famous “tiffosi”. The 
Italians immediately went for the Yu¬

goslav goal and you got the feeling that 
the Squadra Azzurra was pining for big 
victories. The first missed chance the 
Italians almost straightaway, with the 
Italians losing their best forward, Gi¬ 
anni Rivera, to injury in the fifth min¬ 
ute. All their play had gone through 
him. As substitutions of outfield play¬ 
ers were not allowed in those days the 
Italian national side played almost the 
entire match with ten men. 

Dragan Dzajic opened the scoring 
soon after and the Yugoslavs held 
their advantage for almost the entire 
match, but in the 83rd minute Angelo 
Domenghini, who had a very power¬ 
ful shot and was probably their best 
player, equalized. Extra time failed to 
bring a victor. Two days later another 
game was played at the same stadium. 
But there were fewer fans, perhaps 
they were tired too. Italian coach Fer¬ 
ruccio Valcareggi took a brave and 
risky step. After the tiring final he 
brought in five fresh players into the 
squad, while the Yugoslavs brought in 
only one new player. Sandro Mazzola, 
who supplied the passes and Fuigi 
Riva, as the tricky forward, sharpened 
the attacking play of the Italians. It 
was Riva who scored in the 12th min¬ 
ute with a left-foot shot after a precise 
pass from Domenghini. It was he at 
the end of the replay who set up Pietro 
Anastasi on the edge of the penalty 
area. He flicked the ball up from the 
turf and shot sharply on the turn into 
the left corner. And Italy were cham¬ 
pions of Europe!

Jlecjq ConoBHyK 
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It will be no exaggeration to say that Vitaliy Klytschko, one of the most titled 
boxers in the worid, young politician and Friend of EURO 2012, aiong with his 
brother Volodymyr, is considered to be a symbol of present-day Ukraine and 
a person known around the whole world. Vitaliy Kiytschko recently gained 
the jubilee 40th victory in his professional career in a fight against Albert 
Sosnowski from Poland. Therefore, according to Vitaiiy, his major contestant is 
the country’s preparations for the European Championship. He is convinced: 
every Ukrainian should think not about what EURO wiii give him, but about 
what each of us can do for the championship, in an exclusive interview with 
the Ukraine-2012 magazine, Vitaiiy told us precisely what he is ready to do for 
EURO-2012 and his vision of the country after the tournament. 
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hat does EURO 2012 mean 
for you personally? 

The same thing as for any 
Ukrainian: this is the need to work con¬ 
scientiously and persistently in order to 
prepare the country for holding this im¬ 
portant sports event. This is not a political 
competition or noisy PR, but actual steps: 
new roads, budget hotels, sporting institu¬ 
tions and jobs. 

The time for applauding Poland and 
Ukraine has gone. Euphoria from the 
chance received is gone. We currently 
have two ways: either to hold the champi¬ 
onship in an appropriate manner or to dis¬ 
grace ourselves before the entire world. 
Fortunately, preparations for the champi¬ 
onship have begun moving forward, and 
we no longer worry that the champion¬ 
ship can be “taken away” from us, and so 
we cannot waste time: we have to act. 

Can this event be a shock for Ukrai¬ 
nians themselves? To what extent will 
they change? 

To the extent to which we shall wish to 
change ourselves. We shall see this with 
our own eyes quite soon: a policeman in the 
street who will learn some simple phrases 
in English in order to help a foreigner, or 
an onsite foreman at a sporting object’s 
construction who will not steal building 
materials. But first of all, we should dem¬ 
onstrate our hospitality to foreign fans, and 
all of us will have to work on this. 

There is no need to go far for an example: 
let us recall the Football World Cup earlier 
this year. It was hosted by a country which 
can hardly be described as rich: the major¬ 
ity of the population lives below the pov¬ 
erty line, not all houses have electricity or 
water supply, but there is quite a high crime 
rate. But despite all of this, the Republic of 
South Africa impressed football fans with 
its hospitality. They have successfully 


used the Football World Cup because they 
know that there may be no other chance to 
improve the country’s image in the eyes 
of the world community and to improve 
living standards in the country. 

As soon as the referee’s final whistle was 
heard at the championship this year, the foot¬ 
ball community immediately thought of Po¬ 
land and Ukraine. That is why each Ukrai¬ 
nian, from an official to a taxi driver, from 
a city mayor to a booth salesman, should 
understand that EURO 2012 is a chance for 
a better life. It means the attraction of invest¬ 
ments, formation of social infrastmcture, de¬ 
velopment of physical culture and sports. All 
of this is worth the efforts which still have to 
be applied for holding EURO 2012. 

Three years of preparations for the 
championship have passed. What was 
memorable about these years for you? 

Unfortunately, the only things that we 
could hear during the last three years were 
related to fraud taking place somewhere 
with budget funds allocated for the cham¬ 
pionship, failure to carry out construction, 
failure to reconstruct sporting facilities, 
and so on. For example, works at the cen¬ 
tral stadium in the capital city began quite 
recently, while the implementation of the 
2006-08 programme of preparations for 
EURO was just flunked. Due to negligence 
on the part of officials, we felled behind 
schedule, billions of hryvnyas were buried 
in the sand, dozens of criminal cases were 
opened. It was necessary to make amends 
for all this over the entire year. 

All efforts are presently focused on the 
most important strategic facilities without 
which the championship will not be held 
at all. These are airports, hotels, roads and 
stadiums. I know that once during a visit 
by a UEFA delegation visit to Kyiv, UEFA 
President Michel Platini said that if there 
were no stadium in Kyiv, there would be 


no EURO in Ukraine. I think these words 
forced officials from the capital city and 
top country’s officials to think. 

I recently passed by the Olympic stadium. I 
saw how quickly works were carried out: it 
has been promised to commission the NSC 
as early as July next year. I am happy with 
the functionality of the new Kharkiv airport, 
capacity and beauty of the Donbas Arena. 
There are a lot of examples of successful 
work in the EURO direction. We are getting 
closer to the championship, and I hope there 
will be no more “red cards” during the next 
visit by football “inspectors” to Ukraine. 

In the opinion of many experts, prepa¬ 
ration for and holding of EURO 2012 
in Ukraine will give a new impulse not 
only for the development of football, 
but also for other kinds of sports. Will 
boxing benefit from this? 

Not only boxing, but all Ukrainian sports 
will benefit from this! You see, no-one will 
take away new stadiums, new roads from us, 
and the sporting base will remain. Ukrainian 
sportsmen, fixture champions, will finally 
have the facilities for training and preparing 
for competitions. By the way, our Charity 
Fund does not stand aside in the preparations 
for EURO either. Together with partners, we 
have planned to create 100 sports grounds 
for children in the whole country prior to the 
start of the football championship. 

The next stage of the UEFA promo 
campaign is attracting celebrities from 
Ukraine and Poland to popularize the 
idea of EURO 2012. How, in your opin¬ 
ion, can Ukrainian celebrities help the 
championship? 

Let me tell you the following story. Once 
in Germany, a man came to our sports 
hall. He came just to thank us. It turned 
out that previously his son felt ashamed 
of his Ukrainian origin. But now the boy 
comes to school and proudly tells his 
German classmates that he is a Ukrainian, 
just like the Klytschko brothers. This inci¬ 
dent impressed me a great deal. This is the 
highest reward for me. I could have lived 
in any country in the world, but I tie my 
future and that of my children only with 
Ukraine. Therefore, all my activities in 
sports, just like on the political arena and 
in the charity field, are aimed at changing 
the lives of Ukrainians for the better. 

I would like to add that my brother and I 
have been engaged in charitable activities 
for over 15 years now. During this period, 
we have managed to attract and to invest 
tens of millions of dollars in different char¬ 
ity projects. These are mainly programmes 
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orientated at children and their healthy 
development: as we invest in children, we 
invest in the future. But sports are the best 
way of leisure for our children. It is already 
a matter of personal taste whether it will be 
football, boxing or other types of sports. 

Some hundred thousand, or probably 
millions of tourists from Europe will 
come to the championship. With what 
can we impress them? 

There is no denying the truth: the first 
impression is the most important one. Af¬ 
fordable service is necessary: budget taxi, 
comfortable roads, cheap hotels, reason¬ 
able prices for personal services. But it is 
not a problem for us to impress people with 
the beauty of natural objects, unbelievable 
architecture and impetuous history. Pre¬ 
senting information about ourselves is a 
different issue. Here we shall need English- 
speaking volunteers able to present all this 
to guests competently and understandably. 
The stay of each fan in Ukraine, regardless 
of the place he is from, should be very com¬ 
fortable, in order to make him return home 
only with the best recollections not only 
about football, but also about our country. 

The Ukrainian president has made a 
statement on the willingness to host the 
2022 Winter Olympic Games in Ukraine. 
What has to be done in order to hold oth¬ 
er sports championships at international 
level in Ukraine after EURO 2012? 

I shall answer you not as a sportsman or a 
politician, but as a promoter. In sports, just 
like in business, it is necessary to invest in 



order to get a profit. The state itself should 
become the main investor; the achievements 
of its citizens in sports should be the basis of 
diplomacy, success and national prospects 
for it. Hosting EURO 2012 will become a 
litmus paper for us with respect to our coun¬ 
try’s real goals. The Olympic Games are a 
very high level. But if we succeed in holding 
the European Championship, we may also 
contend for other high-level competitions. 

Do you personally believe in the victo¬ 
ry of our national football team, or at 
least that it will reach the final? What 
does our national team lack for this? 

I am convinced that there is nothing impos¬ 
sible in this world. Our dreams and wishes 
give birth to success: I have evidence of 
this with my own experience. The most 
recent proof of the confidence of Ukrai¬ 
nians in themselves is our national Para¬ 
lympic team’s overwhelming success dur¬ 
ing the competitions in Vancouver earlier 
this year: fifth position in the overall team 
ranking! The fortitude of people with lim¬ 
ited capabilities has gained a victory over 
all the problems they had encountered 
during training: one can just imagine the 
conditions in which Paralympic competi¬ 
tors prepare for competitions. 

Therefore, there are no obstacles on our 
footballers path to victory. There are 
skeptics saying that we have “no chance”. 
But three years ago neither did skeptics 
believe that the European Championship 
would be held in Poland and Ukraine. 
But we shall have it here anyway!
